Manson's study concludes

Gradu.ilioii lowers the probabil- 
ity of default by 10 pcreeniage 
points, according lo liie re.seareli,. 
which is outlined in the cuirent is- 
sue of the. Review of Economics 
and Statistics. 

"Graduation wa.s enoriiiously 
important." said Terry Seaks, an 
economics professor at the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina at 
Greensboro who conducted the rc- 
setirch, "Anything colleges and 
universities can do to incrca.se 
their retention 'rates -and gradua- 
tion rates will position these stu- 
dents to have the resources to re- 
pay those loans." 

The report, co-authored by 
.Seaks and Laura Greene Knapp, 
says the I-dueation Department 
may be wrong in penalizing col- 
leges with high deliinlt rales. "As

MOSCOW (AP) — Tlie cicciion 
of Bill Clinton sets the stage for "a 
qualitative leap fonvurd" in rejuve- 
nated U,S, -Russian lies to ensure 
global stability, -I'oreign Minister 
Andrei Kozyrev said Tuesday.

"There was a very, very high level 
of moral and other cooperation with 
the previous administration,’’ 
Kozyrev said. 

"Hut now we have reached a new 
stage. Atid probably it is fortunate 
that there is a eltange in the U.S. ad- 
ininislralion." he said. 

"What we expect is a new agenda 
from Hill Clinton’s administration, 
which dues not 'mean abrogation or 
underestimation of wltat has been 
done by his predecessor. This only 
relleels the necessity to make a qual- 
itative leap forward." 

Yeltsin met brietly with Clinton in 
Washington last siimnier, iind in a 
telephone conversation has invited 
him. to visit Moscow.

I'he uriiele contends tiiat dolphins sulTer 
at Sea World and other reputable marine 
parks. While the reporter clironicled 
several unfortunate incidents at other 
instiimions, none oecurred at Sea World. 

Recent scientific studies have concluded 
life spans among wild and captive dolphin 
populations arc nearly identical. In 
addition. Sea World's sueecssful breeding 
programs - which are responsible for half 
of our parks' SO dolphins - demonstrate 
these animals' ability to tlirivc in 
zoological settings. We have not collected 
a dolphin since 1981. 

Years ago. most people cared little about 
hoillenose dolphins. That was before Sea 
World and other marine zoological parks 
brought millions of visitors face to face ; 
with lliem and other fascinating animals 
I'rom the sea. allowing-a per.sonal 
inieniciion that could be possible with 
photographs or television.

Most people at the meeting agreed with 
that sentiment, but not everyone. 

Biihl-urca resident Jean Turnbaugh said a 
countywidc district would cost less 
administratively and makes more sense. 

“You won't have u uniform system, if you 
don’t have a countywidc district." 
Turnbaugh said. 


A Buhl district couIJTcvy property taxes 
of up to S2.40 for every thousand dollars of 
valuation, said Scott Bybce, an engineer 
looking into the matter for the Twin Falls 
County Commission. Even after the 
homeowners exemption this could raise 
more than $200,000 for a Buhl di.strict, 
Bybce said.

TWIN FALLS - The county 
r.- commission will meet Thursday 
r^with members of thcTwin Falls 
“■ Arco Chamber of Commerce to 
7 - talk about the solid waste fee for 
businesses.

: solid waste fire. 

• "The solid waste landfill fee was 


calculated and billed by county 
.employees exclusively. 

Information was solicited from the 
contractors regarding the amount 
and frequency of garbage pick up. 

"It appears mistakes have been 
made in assigning the information 
to specific parcels of property. The 
county is working to correct the 
mistakes, including accepting 
appeals for all businesses or 
citizens who have concerns about 
their billing," the release states. 

Last week, the county hired two 
Twin Falls engineering firms, J-U- 
B and EHM, to prepare a 
prcdcsign on two proposed landfill 
sites: Hub Butte, two miles south 
of the cuncQt county landfill, and 
Mud Lake, southwest of Twin 
Falls. 

Tuesday, Commissioners Jim 
Fraley and Norma Blass talked 
with Stephen Freebooter of J-U-B 
and Gerald Martens and Jim 
Stevens of EHM’ about the two 
firms analyzing the county's solid 
waste fee. 

The engineers said they will 
complete a cost study on the two 
proposed landfill sites in early 
December. When the county has 
firm co^st estimates, the landfill fee- 
schedule can be addressed, they

After the meeting, DIoss and 
Fraley said they would consider 
extending the deadline for 
businesses- lo pay the fee.

"If businesses will' not get upset, 
wc can work it out in a fair 
manner. Wc need their cooperation 
and patience to work this through,’’ 
he said. 

The commissioners plan to set 
up an appeals board, but that likely 
would not start until after the first 
of the year.

Winter care for roses: Mulch, protection Irom wind can help 


Rosiu'ians tire all asking the same 
—question now that— the— wenlher^— 
changed: Whiil do I do now? 

Not much. At least not for now. 
Cold temperatures alone don't kill 
roses, Roses have a hard time with 
fluctuating temperatures, though,' es- 
pccially’if they haven’t been allowed 
to go donnant. We see winter dam- 
age when the water inside the rose 
cancs freezes and expands. When 
that happens, the cells break open, 
and cause damage. 

.Tlie American Rose Magazine. 
November. 1992, say.s that if we 
pmne roses in the full, they will be 
more likely to show winter damage 
because the pruning encourages the

• Create piotection from drying 
winds will) a snow fence. ;i burlap 
screen or just about anything else 
that covers, yet allows air lo circu- 
late.

Some growers arc trying cut ever- 
green branches and discarded 
Christmas la-cs to cover their roses. 

• Mtileli with materials that won't 
hold loo much water, such as o.ik 
leaves, pine needles., salt hay. etc. 
Piled high on the bushes, these ma- 


terials will aisp protect the canes 
from wimi damage.- - 

• Clean up the losclwil iK-forc you 
put the blankets on. Spray one last 
hlasi for fungus iK-tbic adding win- 
ter nnilch.' 

• Cover minialuiL* roses complete- 
ly with several inches of leaves 
when they've gone completely tior- 
inaiit. They aie hardier than their 
taller cousins anil will snuggle into 
w inter nicely. 

• 1'tiin lloribiindas. hybrid teas 
and grandil1or.is lo knee higli to pre- 
vent w nuLduniage. I like to strip all 
the leaves oM and Ihiow them away, 
loo. Tic and stake climiHris. mulch 
their bases. 


• Use giiller screening, a collar of 
newspa[VfSr-cl»icken— wire-oi— liHge- 
discarded plant polsiti hold nuilcli in 
place all winter.

Twin Falls woman preserves her 
family’s ethnic cooking techniques

JEROME - When Janice Deal ciilcrtains during 
the holidays, .she prepares traditional Norwegion 
food fur her family and guests.

Don’t look now, but the holid^s 
;irc just around the comer ..iJurkingr- 
waiting for you. 

Holidays arc smart critters;' they 
seem to sense that humans will wail 
to make plans and stock up until 
those special times arc just about 
ready to leap on us. Let's fool 'em 
this year. 

One of the staples of the holiday 
season is sparkling wine. Cham- 
pagnes from France, or some of 'the 
excellent bubblies from California. 
Washington slate. Spain, Australia. 
Italy, Germany just seem to add an 
extra /esi to the gathering of families 
and the making and eating of fine 
meals. 

Wluit is the difference Ixtiween 
"Champagne”, and "sparkling wine"? 

' The geography, for the most p.T,rt. 

Technically spetiking, a sparkling 
wine can be called Champagne only 
if it is priKluced in the Cluimpagne 
region of France, north and east of 
I’jiris. American producers pay little 
ailenlioii to that nicely and laliel ev- 
erything from S2.9y plonk to truly 
fine sparkling wines as ,,"cham- 
pagnes." 

And what is "Champagne ? It is 
wine, almost always while, hut occa- 
sionally pale pink or rose, that is fer- 
mented twice. With still, non- 
sparkling wines, the ctirlxm dioxide 
produced during femienUilion is al- 
lowed to escape. In the production of 
sparkling wines, however, those bub- 
bles help produce the magic in the 
wine acid arc captured and held. 

Traditional Champagnes are made 
from a blend of red Pinol Noir and 
white Chardonnay grapes. Some, 
however. ;ire made strictly from 
Cliardoniiay and are lalK'llcd "Blanc 
de Blancs." and some are made from 
all or nearly all Piiiot Noir iiiid are 
called "Blanc de Noirs,” Those latter 
wines have a faint tinge of salmon or 
peach, unlike true rose Champagnes 
that boast a solid pink color.

GLASSWARE: 

Lose the old-style Ciiampagnc 
glasses, tlie ones sliapcd like invericil 
pyraniiils.

!y .at the top. Better to hold the hub- 
bles in the glass anil to siiiily those 
livelv. lovely sparkles. 

SERVING; 

Make sure the vvine is verrry cold

diill a sparkling wine is to place it in 
an ice-water bath not just ice for at 
least an hour, with the level'Tif"icy- 
waler at least three-quarters of the 
way up the bnllle the higher the licl- 
Icr.

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Graf falls in opening 
round of tournament 


NEW YORK (AP) - Lori Mc- 
Neil. the lowest-ranked player in tlie 
field, shocked sccond-seedol Steffi 
Graf in the opening round of the 
Virginia Slims Championships 
Tuesday night, misting the former 
two-iinie champion 7-6 (7- 1 ).
